in relation to naval, military or air force of the Ocvsrmaat of 
Ibdia or in relation to any secret official code, to fourteen years 
and in other cases to three years* 

"(2) On a prosecution for an offence punishable under this section with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to fourteen years it shall not be 
necessary tp show that the accused person was guilty of any particular act 
tending to sheer a purpose prejudicial to the safety or Interests of the
